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EXCHANGE STUDENTS 


This year Wilson has two new students. 
One of them is a native of Chile. 17 year- 
old Beatriz Melossi comes to us from the 
capitol of Chile, Santiago. Her transition 
to the U.S. in January may have been dif- 
ficult, because Chile is south of the 
Equator and the seasons are exactly op- 
posite to ours. However, Beatrez seems 
to have adjusted well, not only to our 
climate, but to our school and our 
customs. 

There are two types of schools in 
Chile. There are the government- 
supported public schools and the private 
boarding schools, one of which Beatriz 
attends. Her high school, Santiago 
College, was founded by an American, so 
the difference between it and Wilson is 
not pronounced. However, there are no 
elective subjects, but 10 to 15 required 
ones. Beatriz says that more homework 
and personal work are done here and the 
subjects are more difficult, but that the 
TESTS are much easier! Her high school 
is almost the only one in Chile that 
graduates in a cap and gown. Afterwards 
there is a Junior-Senior Prom, and the 
next night is the Senior Ball. One more 
thing: at Beatriz’s school, the teachers 
come to your class instead of the other 
way around. 

Beatriz was at first worried that the 
U.S. would not live up to her expecta- 
tions, but says “What I’ve expected and 
imagined is no different than what I’ve 
found.” She feels sorry that she will have 
to leave but that “I will only be traveling 
through space and space can’t separate 
friends.” 

Beatriz lives just outside of Chile with 
her parents, two sisters and a brother 
when she is not in school.

Our other exchange student is Risto 
Sylvala, a 17 year-old from Finland, a 
small country near Russia and the Arctic 
Circle. His home town is Ruovesi, one of 
the most beautiful towns in Finland. Its 
climate is much like ours except slightly 
colder year-round. Because of the cold, 
snowy winters, snow sports are very pop- 
ular. Two of Risto’s favorites are skiing 
and skating. 

The Sylvalas live on a small farm on 
the outskirts of Ruovesi. In the winter, 
Risto and his father do forest work while 
his two younger sisters and his mother 
stay at home and look after the farm. 

Risto’s decision to come to the United 
States was brought about partly by some 
relatives of his in Michigan. However, he 
also wanted to further his studies in 
English. Along with English, Risto speaks 
his native Finnish, Swedish, German and 
French! Not surprisingly, he wants to go 
into a language-based profession. 

The Finnish school system is 
somewhat different from ours. There are 
nine required years of free schooling, and 
the remaining 3 years can be spent in 
College Prep. courses or Technical 
School. Risto says the work is more dif- 
ficult there than it is here.
